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“President Hinckley describes a portion of the trail as ‘a 
trail of tragedy, a trail of faith, a trail of devotion, a trail of 
consecration, even the consecration of life itself,” Elder 
Ballard said. 

Elder Ballard told story after story of courageous pio- 
neers who were obedient in leaving their homes. Pioneers 
suffered hunger, fatigue, and exposure to the elements, yet 
many crossed the plains to establish their new homes in the 
Salt Lake Valley. 

The pioneers’ worries became very basic as they traveled 
west. “Worries centered on food and forage, wood and 
fire; and ceaseless snow, rain and mud,” Elder Ballard said. 

Joseph Smith prophesied of the result of the exodus from 
Nauvoo. Despite the trials along the Mormon trail, “some 
would live to build cities and see the Saints become a 
mighty people in the midst of the Rocky Mountains.” 

“Their accomplishments were possible because they 
knew as I know that our Heavenly Father and his Beloved 
Son, Jesus Christ, restored the gospel of Jesus Christ 
through the Prophet Joseph Smith and that this Church 
will continue to roll forth until it fills the whole earth,” 
Elder Ballard said. 

Elder Ballard gave some words of advice as the church 
enters the sesquicentennial celebration: “Let their heroic 
lives touch our hearts, and especially the hearts of our 
youth so the fire of true testimony and unwavering love for 
the Lord and His Church will blaze brightly within each 
one of us as it did in our faithful pioneers.” 


President Hinckley 
addresses the role, 
spirit of women

President Gordon B. Hinckley 
addressed the women of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints in 
the Sunday morning session of the 
166th Semiannual General 
Conference, noting their divine role 
and the tribulations that sometimes 
accompany that role. 

No other religious organization in 
the world affords women so many 
opportunities for development, social- 
ity, leadership, responsibility and the 
accomplishment of good, President 
Hinckley said. 

“There is a strength and great capac- 
ity in the women of this Church. 
There is a leadership and direction, a 
certain spirit of independence, and yet 
great satisfaction in being a part of 
this, the Lord’s kingdom, and of 
working hand in hand with the priest- 
hood to move it forward,’ President 
Hinckley said. 

While he mentioned the divine role 
of women in the family and the fortu- 
nate situation of many women who 
rear families with loving husbands, he 
also addressed the concerns of women 
who faced other challenges such as 


Forgive others, Elder Holland-says

Peace and good tidings are the ulti- 
mate blessings that the gospel of 
Jesus Christ brings a troubled world 
and the troubled people who live in it, 
said Elder Jeffrey R. Holland, a mem- 
ber of the Quorum of the Twelve. 

In his address in the Sunday after- 
noon session of the 166th Semiannual 
General Conference, Elder Holland 
said members of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints are blessed 
to be able to hear inspired teachings 
from a prophet of the Lord. 

“A general conference of the church 
is a remarkable occasion indeed — an 
institutional declaration that the heav- 
ens are open, that divine guidance is 
as real today as it was for the ancient 
House of Israel, that God our 
Heavenly Father loves us and speaks 
his will through a living prophet,” 
Elder Holland said. 

Elder Holland said Christ’s merciful 
promise of peace in this world 
inspires members to give thanks for 
the restoration of his true and living 
church, but there are times in life 
when every member searches for this 
peace. 

“But there are times in all of our 
lives when deep sorrow or suffering 
or fear or loneliness makes us cry out 
for the peace which only God can 
bring. These are times of piercing 
spiritual hunger when even the dear- 
est friends cannot fully come to your 
aid,” Elder Holland said. 

There are many members in the 
world that worry about their health or 
their happiness or their faithfulness in 
keeping the commandments, he said. 

“Sometimes only then do the rest of 
us realize they feel near the end of 
their strength — tired in brain and 
body and heart, wondering if they will 
get through another week or another 
day or sometimes just another hour,” 
Elder Holland said. 

“They are desperate for the Lord’s 
help and know that in such times of 
extremity nothing else will do.” 

Elder Holland said there is. help 
available. 

“The Lord is equally fervent in try- 


‘ing to reach you, that when there is 


trouble his hopes and his striving and 
his efforts greatly exceed our own and 
it never ceases. We have been 
promised, ‘He that keepeth [us] will 
not slumber ... nor [will he] sleep,” 
Elder Holland said. 

“Christ and his angels forever labor 
to buoy up our spirits, steady our 
nerves, calm our hearts, and send us 
forth with renewed strength and res- 
olute hope.” 

Elder Holland said members can 


abusive relationships, loneliness or 
raising families alone. 

“T regret that there are some men 
undeserving of the love of their wives 
and children,” President Hinckley 
said, rebuking those men who are 
abusive and calling them to repen- 
tance. 

“What a terrible price you are pay- 
ing for your anger,” he said to those 


‘men, counseling that they discipline 


themselves, master their tempers, and 
request the forgiveness of the Lord, 
their wives and children. 

To the single members of the 
Church he said, “Do not give up hope. 
And do not give up trying. But do 
give up being obsessed with it.” 

President Hinckley suggested that 
the prospects of the single adult will 
most likely brighten if they forget 
about being single and become 
involved in activities. 

“I believe that for most of us, the 
best medicine for loneliness is work 
and service in behalf of others. I do 
not minimize your problems, but I do 
not hesitate to say that there are many 
others whose problems are more seri- 
ous than are yours,” President 
Hinckley said. 

The church has a great obligation to 
women who “have lost their husbands 
through abandonment, divorce and 
death,” he said. 

President Hinckley read a letter 
from a single mother who found sup- 
port in the church, emphasizing that 
the letter said much about the way in 


which the Church functioned. 

“T hope that every woman, who finds 
herself in the kind of circumstances"in 
which this woman lives, is similarly 
blessed with an understanding and 
helpful bishop, with a Relief Society 
president who knows how to assist 
her, with home teachers who know 
where their duty lies and how to fulfill 
it, and with a host of ward members 
who are helpful without being intru- 


sive,” he said. 


President Hinckley also offered 
insight to the message delivered by 
President Ezra Taft Benson encourag- 
ing women to stop working to spend 
time with their children. While he 
sustained President Benson’s mes- 
sage, President Hinckley said he rec- 
ognized that many women must work 
to provide for their families and coun- 
seled them to do the best they could 
in their situation. 

Concerning older women, President 
Hinckley said that although they may 
still face challenges, they hold a beau- 
ty of peace and wisdom in their coun- 
tenances. 

“The bad memories of the past have 
largely been forgotten while the good 
memories return and bring sweet and 
satisfying enrichment to life,” he said* 

President Hinckley concluded by. 
saying, “I bear testimony before the 
entire world of your worth, of your 
grace and goodness, of your remark= 
able abilities and tremendous contri- 
butions, and invoke the blessings of 
heaven upon you ...”

“The very beauty of the word 
‘repentance’ is the promise of escap- 
ing old problems and old habits and 
old sorrows and old sins,” Elder 
Holland said. 

“Tt is among the most hopeful and 
encouraging — and yes, most peace- 
ful — words in the gospel vocabu- 
lary.” 

The first pressure members feel 
when being drawn to the “bosom of 
God” is repentance, Elder Holland 
said. 

“For real peace may I recommend 
an immediate rush toward the bosom 
of God, leaving behind all that would 
bring sorrow to your soul or heartache 
to those who love you,” Elder Holland 
said. 

Elder Holland said it is equally 
important to forgive others and resist 
the longing to remember offenses

they have caused. 

“Life is too short to be spent nursing 
animosities or in keeping a box score 
of offenses against us — you know, 
no runs, no hits, all errors. We don’t 
want God to remember our sins, so 
there is something fundamentally 
wrong in our relentlessly trying to 
remember those of others,” Elder 
Holland said. 

Elder Holland said life has its 
moments when uninterrupted peace 
may seem to elude members. 


_ . However, members should remem- 


ber that life without problems or limi- 
tations or challenges would be less 
rewarding. 

“T know that in times of fear or 
fatigue ‘they that wait upon the Lord 
shall renew their strength; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; and they 
shall walk and not faint,’” Elder 
Holland said. 
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Four tourists killed in Arizona plane crash 


GRAND CANYON NATIONAL PARK, Ariz. — Four visitors from Belgium 
were identified Sunday as the victims of a plane crash at the Grand Canyon 
that killed everyone on board. 

The pilot was 29-year-old Dedier Brullemans, according to the Coconino 
County Sheriff’s office. 

The passengers were identified as: Olivier Brullemans, 25; Savine Lory, 25; 
and Yves Krier, 30. 

The four had rented a single-engine plane in Mesa, Ariz., but it wasn’t known 
when they arrived at the Grand Canyon National Park, said park spokeswoman 
Maureen Oltrogge. 

The Cessna 172 crashed and burned at 8:55 a.m. Saturday. The pilot had 
ealled the Grand Canyon airport shortly before and reported trouble gaining 
altitude, officials said. 

The crash site was on Highway 64, about 1 1/2 miles north of the park 
ehtrance at the canyon’s South Rim, the sheriff’s office said. 

‘Or Sunday, investigators from the National Transportation Safety Board 
inspected the site, where the plane’s tail and burned fuselage lay amid charred 
brush, Oltrogge said. 

Based on witness accounts, authorities believe the pilot was trying to make an 
emergency landing on the highway, which tapers into the park’s two-lane 
entrance road. Traffic had to be rerouted most of Saturday. 


Severe flu season ahead, flu shots available 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Salt Lake City-County Health Department will 
Start offering flu shots today. 

Salt Lake County Aging Services officials are warning that this year’s flu sea- 
son should be particularly severe. 

The strains of influenza expected this season are called “A-Texas,” “A- 
Nanchang” and “B-Harbin,” said Sally Kershisnik, bureau manager for the 
health department’s public health services. 

Flu shots are $7, or public health centers will bill Medicare if the patient is on 
that System, she said. Medicare clients must show their cars. 

Garolyn Scharffenberg of Aging Services said anyone over 65-years-old, 
those with chronic illnesses such as diabetes, heart or lung disease, or those 
who want to reduce their chances of contracting the flu, should consider get- 
ting vaccinated. 

In addition to the flu shots, a limited amount of pneumonia vaccine is also 
available at $9 a shot. 

No appointments are necessary to visit the clinics, which will be open week- 
days and for limited hours on Saturdays except for Oct. 12-14, the Columbus 
holiday weekend. 

The clinics are Salt Lake City Public Health Center, South Main Public 
Health Center, Copperview Public Health Center in Midvale, and the Ellis R 
Shipp Public Health Center in West Valley City. 

Also, Aging Services will staff about 70 clinics throughout Salt Lake Valley 
to offer vaccinations. 


Pope John Paul to have appendix removed 


VATICAN CITY — In his last Vatican appearance before surgery, Pope John 
Paul II brought 16 people a step closer to sainthood Sunday and asked for 
prayers from the faithful during his hospital stay. 

After a 2 1/2-hour ceremony that put his stamina to the test, the 76-year-old 
pontiff was to enter the hospital for the removal of an inflamed appendix. The 
Operation will be Tuesday morning, said Giuseppe Pallanch, a spokesmari for 
the Gemelli Polyclinic Hospital in Rome. 

“T ask you to accompany me with your prayers,” the pontiff told the crowd 
that filled sun-bathed St. Peter’s Square. “I send warm greetings to those in the 
hospital or in nursing homes, knowing that I can count on their spiritual soli- 
darity.”” 

Wearing emerald green vestments, John Paul appeared tired and at times his 
voice wavered during the ceremony of beatification, the final step before con- 
sideration for sainthood. 

The pope’s left hand quivered noticeably — an affliction that has led to wide- 
spread speculation he could be suffering from a more serious illness, such as 
Parkinson’s Disease. The Vatican has denied reports of a chronic condition. 

The pontiff gave communion to dozens of people who approached the flower- 
ringed altar. Many people came to wish the pope a speedy recovery.

Las Vegas named No. 1 for new job creation 


NEW YORK — What do Las Vegas; Austin, Texas; and Boise, Idaho do bet- 
ter than New York, Philadelphia and Los Angeles? 

They’re better at producing new jobs, and a survey in Forbes magazine says 
that’s because they have lower taxes, wages, office rents and other costs of 
doing business. 

“There’s no mystery: Business creates jobs, and business goes where —other 
things being fairly equal — costs are low,” said the article titled, “It’s the costs, 
stupid,” appearing in the Oct. 21 issue of Forbes. 

The survey found that Las Vegas gained 162,000 jobs, a 38 percent net 
increase, from January 1990 to July 1996, ranking it No. | in job creation 
dmong 36 cities. Its business costs were 10 percent below the national average, 
according to the magazine, which hits newsstands today. 

The magazine said low taxes were a key factor in Las Vegas’ lure. 

With lower taxes, everything else becomes cheaper, too: wages, rents, energy 
costs.” 

The Austin-San Marcos metropolitan area in Texas tied with Boise, Idaho, for 
second place in the jobs sweepstakes. The magazine said each area posted a 34 
percent gain in jobs over the January 1990-July 1996 period.

WASHINGTON — After 90 min- 
utes of anxious debate, they conclud- 
ed with a smile and a handshake, two 
men who clearly knew what it was 
like to walk in one another’s shoes. 
Bob Dole and Bill Clinton admitted 
how they actually liked each other. 
Their families tumbled onto the stage 
for more handshakes and a group 
photograph. 

It was high political theater, but it 
wasn’t the breakthrough performance 
that Dole needed to break Clinton’s 
long-running lead in their presidential 
duel. Indeed an instant CBS poll indi- 
cated nine out of 10 viewers did not 
change their support on account of the 
debate. 

There were no major blunders, no 
big surprises, no new initiatives in the 
first of two televised debates between 
Clinton and Dole. 

The next round: a vice presidential 
debate on Wednesday. And then the 
final presidential debate on Oct. 16. 

The debate covered a lot of. ground 
and penetrated a wide range of policy 
differences, but it didn’t seem to 
change the campaign environment. 

“Neither person looked bad or made 
any terrible mistake. On balance, 
that’s in Clinton’s favor,” said

scientist James Granato. 

“Obviously, all Clinton needed was 
to hold his own,” agreed Princeton 
University political scientist Fred I. 
Greenstein. “In fact, he won it on 
points. Clearly what Dole needed was 
a breakthrough.” 

Dole tried to raise doubts about 
Clinton’s leadership. Dole said he 
wouldn’t talk about Clinton’s youthful 
drug experimentation, the tangled 
Whitewater issue or the president’s 
character. 

And largely, aside from the clever 
references, he didn’t. 

Clinton played it safe, although tele- 
vision cameras in split screen often 
captured a smug expression during 
Dole’s expositions. Most of Clinton’s 
remarks came straight out of his cam- 
paign speeches. He never tired of say- 
ing that he had cut the deficit by more 
than half and presided over the cre- 
ation of 10.5 million new jobs. Dole 
complained that Clinton was taking 
credit when it wasn’t due or credit 
where it should be spread around. 

In style, Clinton appeared fluid; 
Dole was not as comfortable.

President Virginia H. Pearce, first 
counselor in the Young Women gener- 
al presidency, emphasized church 
classrooms as a “powerful setting for 
steady and continued growth in the 
gospel” in her Saturday morning 
address. 

President Pearce spoke of a recent- 
ly-baptized friend, the 375,469 bap- 
tized converts of last year and the 
other roughly nine million members 
‘of the church, who have all made 
covenants in the waters of baptism. 

“Though our stories are individual,

“Shaving been taught the true doctrines 


of the kingdom, having felt the Spirit, 
having understood how the doctrines 
fit into the context of our lives, and 
having demonstrated a willingness to 
try always to live those truths,” 
President Pearce said. 

All face the daily risk of drifting 
into inactivity, but church classes 
*...provide a place where we can 
repeatedly experience the very things 
that brought us into the waters of bap- 
tism,” President Pearce said. 

“The fundamental curriculum for all 
classes in the church is the scriptures 
— they contain the unchanging doc- 
trines of the kingdom of God. These 
truths are what brought us into the 
church. If we fail to continue learning 
them, we may not stay,” she said. 

The suggested stories, examples, 
activities and games contained in les- 
son manuals are designed to help 
learners apply doctrine in real-life set- 
tings, President Pearce said. 

“(A teacher’s goal) is to invite the 
Spirit and use techniques which will 


enhance the possibility that the learn- 
er will discover the truth for herself 
and then be motivated to apply it,” she 
said. 

Learning occurs best in an atmos- 
phere of trust where questions and 
contributions are respected, President 
Pearce said. 

“When we feel safe and included, 
we can ask questions that will help us 
to understand the gospel. We can 
share insights and faith that might 
help someone else,” President Pearce 
said. 

“Maintaining a climate of trust and 
safety is a responsibility the teacher 
and the learners share,” she added. 

President Pearce shared an example 
of a Young Women’s leader teaching 
through visual experience. The girls 
in the class observed a mother and her 
new baby. The teacher asked for the 
girls’ responses to the mother’s atti- 
tude toward the baby. 

After some thought, the girls replied 
with words like “reverence,” “heaven” 
and “love.” 

“T believe those words come to our 
minds because we are recognizing a 
great gift from our Heavenly Father,” 
the teacher said. 

“He loves us and trusts us so much 
that he is willing to share his creative 
powers with us. We feel such grati- 
tude and reverence for this trust. 
Motherhood is a divine role.” 

The teacher then discussed other 
qualities of motherhood and commit- 
ted the girls to develop such qualities 
in their lives. 

Every teacher and learner can be 
better at teaching and learning than he 
or she is today, President Pearce said. 
Every classroom can also be a better 
classroom.

During the Saturday morning ses- 
sion of general conference, Elder 
Boyd K. Packer, president of the 
Quorum of the Twelve, defined the 
purposes and duties of the twelve 
apostles and encouraged church mem- 
bers to live the gospel and hearken 
unto the voices of all of the Lord’s 
servants. 

Elder Packer, quoting the apostle 
Paul said, apostles are called for the 
purpose of “perfecting the saints, for 
the work of the ministry and for the 
edifying of the body of Christ.”

The word “apostle” as defined in the 
dictionary of the King James Bible 
means “one who is sent forth.” 

“Where the First Presidency cannot 
go, the Twelve are sent to unlock the 
doors of the kingdom in all places,” 
Elder Packer said. 

Elder Packer, quoting J. Reuben 
Clark said of apostles, “They possess 
a special gift; they are sustained as 
prophets, seers and revelators, which 
gives them a special spiritual endow- 
ment in connection with their teach- 
ing of the people. They have the right, 
the power and authority to declare the 
mind of God to his people.” 


Elder Packer said that each apostle 
“carries that certain witness that Jesus 
is the Christ.” 

Apostles are blessed with the spirit 
of discernment, or the ability to see 
things. 

He referred to words spoken by 
Mormon, who explained that angels 
accomplish their work by “declaring 
the word of Christ unto the chosen 
vessels of the Lord, that they may 
bear testimony of him.” 

He acknowledged that the apostles 
are overcome by what the Lord has 
spoken regarding those in sacred call- 
ings. 

Elder Packer referred to D&C 68:4 
which reads, “Whatsoever they shall 
speak when moved upon by the Holy 
Ghost shall be scripture, shall be the 
will of the Lord, shall be the mind of 
the Lord, shall be the word of the 
Lord, shall be the voice of the Lord, 
and the power of God unto salvation.” 

“I certify to you that the fourteen 
men with whom I share this ordina- 
tion are indeed apostles,” Elder 
Packer said. 

Elder Packer said the apostles are 
true servants of the Lord, and told 
church members to heed their counsel 
as well as the counsel of all church 
leaders who have been called to serve. 

The apostle Paul taught in his time 
that the offices of apostles would exist 
until “we all come to a unity of the 
faith, and a knowledge of the Son of 
God.” 

“Never in the history of the church 
have the brethren of the Presidency 
and the Twelve been more united,” 
Elder Packer said. 

The First Presidency and the 
Council of the Twelve open and close 
weekly meetings in the temple with 
prayer. 

Elder Packer said each prayer is 
offered in “submission and obedience 
to him who called us and whose ser- 
vants and witnesses we are.” 

All decisions made by the apostles 
must be made in the “unanimous 
voice of the same.” 

He said the same sacred authority, 
which was involved when Peter was 
given the keys of the kingdom of 
heaven as the first apostle, is “inher- 
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ent in the ordination of every apostle.” 

The keys were lost until Joseph 
Smith restored the fullness of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ, Elder Packer 
said. 

He suggested that even Joseph 
Smith was not given all of the details 
in the beginning, but rather, the infor- 
mation came “a piece at a time as the 
brethren were ready and as they 
inquired of God.” 

“It took a generation of asking and 
receiving before the order of things as 
we know it today was firmly in place. 

Each move to perfect that order has 
come about in response to the need as 
an answer to prayer and that process 
continues in our day,’ Elder Packer 
said. 

Historically, the First Presidency 
was in place in 1833 and two years 
later, in 1835, the Quorum of the 
Twelve was organized. 

Elder Packer said that was the way it 
should have been because the First 
Presidency came first in sequence and 
stands first in authority.

At least 41 state governments now 
require chiropractic coverage in some 
form. Six states require acupuncture 
coverage and nine license natur- 
opaths. Late last year, the Washington 
state Legislature mandated that all 
insurers provide alternative medicine. 

Until now, leaders in the movement 
to cover alternative medicine have 
mostly been small niche companies 
on the West Coast and upper 
Midwest. 

Also involved are some respected 
nonprofits — like Seattle’s Group 
Health Cooperative of Puget Sound 
and Kaiser Permanente of California. 

Even some traditional insurers like 
Prudential Insurance Co. of America 
and Mutual of Omaha have dabbled 
with limited programs. 

Oxford’s program will offer fully 
insured coverage of chiropractic, 
acupuncture and naturopathy cover- 
age from a network of pre-screened 
providers for an additional premium 
cost of 2 percent to 3 percent. 

In addition, members will be able to 
purchase yoga, massage, and nutrition 
services from an Oxford-endorsed 
network at a discount. And they will 
be able to buy herbal remedies, vita- 
mins, and other supplements by mail 
order, also at a discount. 

“Our members said this was impor- 
tant. We responded by creating these 
programs as a natural extension of 
what Oxford has done throughout its 
history,” said Dr. Hassan Rifaat, the 
company’s alternative medicine direc- 
tor. 

Still, respected skeptics abound. 

They’re particularly worried that 
desperately ill patients are abandon- 
ing traditional methods and are get- 
ting sicker. 

“One HMO frankly admitted they 
were referring AIDS patients to this 
quack clinic where they were giving 
them dietary supplements,” said 
William Jarvis, president of the 
National Council Against Health

Carolina found that coffee enemas 
given terminal cancer patients didn’t 
work and the recipients were in 
greater discomfort than those who 
took chemotherapy. 

Serious kidney damage has resulted 
from chelation therapy — injections 
of a substance called EDTA which 
normally are used to combat lead poi- 
soning but also are popular as an 
alternative treatment for heart disease.

New BYU police officer enjoys his wot

Everyday police work may not be a 
monumental experience, but for Chris 
Autry, working with people, especial- 
ly youth, is rewarding. 

Autry is the newest member of the 
University Police squad. He is from 
Atlanta, Ga., and a recent graduate of 
the Police Academy, where he 
received the firearms award for high- 
est overall scoring. 


“I always wanted to be involved - 


with something where I could work 
with people,” Autry said. “It seems 
like with police work you may not be 
able to do something monumental, but 
you can make a difference.” 

Autry started at BYU before his 
mission for the LDS Church, but did- 
n't like his experience at BYU and 
“went home vowing never to return.” 

His attitude about Utah changed, 
however, when he was called to the 
Salt Lake City Mission. 

“TAt first] I didn’t want to come 
back here.

Autry returned to BYU after his 
mission and graduated last April in 
Recreational Management and Youth 
Leadership. During his residency at 
BYU, he also taught a wilderness trek 
and desert survival class for almost 
two years in the Recreational 
Management Department with 
Professor Doug Nelson. 

“T decided to work at BYU because 
I have more of a chance to help pre- 
vent crime,’ Autry said. “I get to work 
with experienced and more-than-ade- 
quately qualified officers who are also 
good members of the church. 

“This police department may not 
have the action of a big city’s depart- 
ment, but it’s great to be able to work 
for such a great university and for the 
students and faculty who also enjoy 
the surroundings of BYU.” 

During his police academy training 
through a Weber State University 
extension program, Autry also worked 
as a reserve police officer for Midvale 
in Salt Lake County for six months.

BYU moved up two spots in The 
Associated Press’ Top 25 college foot- 
bali poll, from No. 21 to No. 19, fol- 
lowing its 45-17 victory Friday night 
over Utah State University. 

How impressive was Ohio State’s 
victory over Penn State? 

Impressive enough for the Buckeyes 
to move past Florida State into the 
No. 2 ranking and within 34 points of 
top-ranked Florida in the AP poll. 

The Buckeyes, with a 38-7 win over 
the Nittany Lions on Saturday, 
improved a spot for the second 
straight week after beating a top five 
team. This time, the move was more 
dramatic. 

While Florida (5-0) held the top spot 
Sunday with 38 first-place votes and 
1,643 points, Ohio State (4-0) 
received 24 first-place votes and 
1,609 points from the 67 sports writ- 
ers and broadcasters who vote in the 
AP poll. 

After beating Notre Dame 29-16 on 
Sept. 28, the Buckeyes moved from 
fourth to third and had just one first- 
place vote to 57 for the Gators and 
eight for the Seminoles.

Carl Bildt, the top civilian mediator in Bosnia, accused 
the Serbs of “playing games.” 

Reading from a speech prepared before being told 
Krajisnik would not attend, Izetbegovic welcomed both the 
absent Serb co-president and Serb legislators,’ who boy- 
cotted the inaugural meeting of Bosnia’s parliament. 

“By coming into Sarajevo, you have broken the devil’s 
leg,” he said. “Welcome to Sarajevo. Feel safe, because 
this is your town as well.” 

Zubak urged co-existence, declaring, “Our historical des- 
tiny is to live one with another, and this is possible only in 
conditions in which the freedoms and the rights of one are 
limited only by the equal rights and freedoms of the other.” 

The two men then signed the oath of office committing 
them to uphold the constitution, promote human rights and 
freedoms and “protect the interests and the equality of all 
peoples and citizens.” 

The third chair — for Krajisnik — was left on the stage, 
in mute recrimination. 

The head of the Serb parliamentary deputies, Slobodan 
Bijelic, said the Serb side expected “a minimum of cooper- 
ation and understanding for Serb problems” concerning 
security. He said the Serbs had offered six alternative loca- 
tions for the inaugural session, all of which were rejected. 

The Serb boycotts were surprising considering the con- 
ciliatory tone struck Monday at the presidency’s first meet- 
ing. Krajisnik had agreed to abide by Bosnia’s constitu- 
tion, which calls for the country to stay whole. 

Krajisnik had also threatened to boycott that informal 
meeting, but came when the location was moved to a motel 
outside Sarajevo. 


Federal welfare laws change, 
states get more responsibility

SALT LAKE CITY — Utah’s 
refugee coordinator has some prob- 
lems with the way new federal wel- 
fare reforms will affect legal and ille- 
gal immigrants living in the state. 

As a public official with the 
Department of Human Services, 
which will oversee implementation of 
the new law, Moon-won Ji is careful 
to separate his personal feelings from 
his responsibilities as a state employ- 
Ge, 

But both views are critical. 

“Some dumb guy said, “Now here’s 
a bomb, you eat it,’” said Ji, who 
immigrated to the U.S. from Korea 24 
years ago and chairs the governor’s 
Asian American Advisory Council. 

The new law, signed by President 
Clinton on Aug. 22, makes major 
changes in the nation’s welfare sys- 
tem, shifting responsibility to the 
states. It bars legal immigrants, who 
are not U.S. military veterans or have 
not worked and paid taxes for at least 
10 years, from receiving supplemental 
security income benefits and food 
stamps until they become citizens. 

Future legal immigrants who are not 
citizens are prohibited from receiving 
most federal benefits during their first 
five years in the country. Most bene- 
fits also are denied for illegal aliens. 

However, states are given leeway in 
shaping their own immigrant pro- 
grams and can determine eligibility 
for certain programs or make excep- 
tions. ; 

Ji hopes state legislators will exer- 
cise compassion when they discuss 
those issues next session. If some 
leniency is not mandated at a state 
level, Ji fears crime and violence will 
rise as poor immigrants denied assis-

tance try to survive. 

“(Speaking) as a citizen, this is 
legalized discrimination against good 
people,” he said. “We are using too 
much left brain for our immigration 
policy. If we use the left brain and 
right brain together, (it’s apparent) we 
are making a mistake.” 

As a government employee, Ji views 
the reforms as a “band-aid approach,” 
but believes lawmakers and the gover- 
nor are committed to helping immi- 
grants. 

At least 2,000 people who have been 
given “alien status” and are currently 
enrolled in the state’s welfare system 
will be effected by the immigrant pro- 
visions of the new welfare law, he 
Said ss 

John Medina, chairman of the 
Latino advocacy group Utah Coalition 
of La Raza, is also hopeful state legis- 
lators will lessen the blow on immi- 
grants, and is encouraging residents to 
put pressure on national leaders to 
amend the law. 

“T think we can still send in letters 
and ... let the president know that he’s 
going to have to come up with some- 
thing to fix this because it’s going to 
bite us one way or another,” he said. 

Mason Bishop, legislative coordina- 
tor for the Department of Human 
Service’s Office of Family Support, 
anticipates Utah lawmakers will have 
to make some tough choices once 
they understand the full impact of the 
new law. 

“The legal alien change is probably 
the biggest change (for the state),” 
Bishop said. 

“Tt’s all sort of up in the air. Getting 
a grasp of what the law says and what 
we’re worktng with is something 
we’re still trying to look at.”

It believes 26 North Koreans came 
ashore; 22 were killed or found dead 
and one was captured. Four South 
Korean soldiers and a civilian also 
died. 

The manhunt continues for any crew 
members still at large.

It has vowed “hundredfold and thou- 
sandfold” retaliation against the South 
for killing its military personnel.

The leftist Democratic Revolution 
Party, the second-largest political 
force in Guerrero, hoped to regain 
some of the seats it lost to the ruling 
party in local elections three years 
ago while keeping six mayoralties it 
holds in mostly remote, impoverished 
areas. 

Mexico’s ruling party, which now 
holds 68 mayoralties statewide, has 
admitted it expected tough competi- 
tion in such areas.

Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher, who flew in for pep talks 
with Arafat and Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu before the meet- 
ing, took pains to show he understood 
Israel’s security concerns. 

But between meeting Netanyahu in 
Jerusalem and traveling to the Gaza 
Strip to.see Arafat, he repeatedly 
urged “concrete results as soon as 
possible.” 

A White House statement drove the 
point home: “The president calls on 
the parties to conduct these discus- 
sions in a spirit of partnership and 
goodwill in order that tangible results 
are achieved as soon as possible.” 

An Israeli official said President 
Clinton had let both sides know at last 
week’s summit in Washington that he 
expected results within 45 days. 

Netanyahu, a conservative elected in 
May, was never happy with the deal 
signed by the previous government. 
Palestinians have accused him of 
dragging his feet on implementing the 
accord. 

At a news conference with 
Christopher, Netanyahu said he 
accepted the need for speed but 
refused to be tied to a deadline. 

He told the Palestinians he was not 
seeking to reopen the peace accords, 
but wanted “adjustments to certain 
clauses, mostly on security issues.” 

Referring to the gun battles that 
killed more than 70 people and almost 
toppled the peace process, Netanyahu 
said Israel was concerned for the safe- 
ty of Jewish settlers in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

But Palestinians may not see them 
as mere adjustments. Erakat said the 
Palestinians might seek international 
arbitration “if the Israelis come to tell 
us they want to change the agree- 
ment.” 

“We are asking for implementation, 
precise implementation,” Arafat said 
in an interview with Palestinian tele- 
vision. 

The Palestinians’ priority is to get

On Sunday, Israel ended the 10-day 
curfew in Hebron, the only West Bank 
city it still occupies; pulled its tanks 
back from some populous areas and 
restored freedom of movement for 
Palestinians in Gaza and much of the 
West Bank. People in Nablus, 
Ramallah, Tulkarem, Jenin and 
Qalgiliya — where there was heavy 
fighting last month — remained con- 
fined. 

Israel Radio said the closure of 
Tulkarem and Jenin would end 
Monday, and that 2,000 workers 
would be allowed back to their jobs at 
an industrial zone at the Erez com- 
pound. 

In addition to the Hebron withdraw- 
al, Arafat says his main concerns are 
the need for a corridor linking the 
West bank and Gaza Strip and an air- 
port in Gaza whose opening is being 
resisted by the Israelis. 

He also demanded Israel close a 
new entrance to a tourist tunnel near 
Muslim holy sites in Jerusalem whose 


opening sparked the gun battles. 


Israeli protesters clashed with police 
Sunday outside the tunnel. The 30 
demonstrators belonged to Yesh Gvul, 
a group that wants an end to the 
Israeli occupation of the Palestinian 
territories. Three were arrested.

avoids confusion, Elder Wirthlin says -

‘We believe the first principle of the 
gospel is faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. No one cometh unto the 
Father, but by Him.” This affirmation 
that Jesus Christ is the cornerstone of 
our faith was the topic of Elder 
Joseph B. Wirthlin’s talk. 

Elder Wirthlin, of the Council of the 
Twelve, wished to dismiss any confu- 
sion that others have had, claiming 
that The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints and its members are 
not Christian. 

“We have difficulty understanding 
why anyone could accept and pro- 
mote an idea that is so far from the 
truth,” Elder Wirthlin said. 

Elder Wirthlin noted the very name 
of our church bears the Savior’s 
name, and he stands at the church’s 
head and directs it through the chosen 
prophets. 

Emphasizing that the Savior is the 
center of the church is of growing 
importance, as even the new logo of 
the church has been changed to 
emphasize the words “Jesus Christ.” 

A Christian, by definition, is “one 
who professes belief in Jesus as 


. Christ or following the religion based 


on the life and teachings of Jesus,” 
and “one who lives according to the 
teachings of Jesus.” 

Thus, we must pattern our lives after 
him, Elder Wirthlin said. “True disci- 
ples of the Lord must be doers of the 
word and not hearers only.” 

Elder Wirthlin pointed to continuing 
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revelation and the scriptures as the 
base of our conviction of the divine 
nature and mission of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

“We read and study the Bible, we 
teach and preach from it, as far as it is 


translated correctly,” Elder Wirthlin FAITH > page 2a

Richard G. Scott of the Quorum of 
the Twelve spoke on the divine and 
differing roles of men and women. 
Focusing on the roles of women, 
Elder Scott asked women not to judge 
their self-worth by men’s ineptness to 
express their love and appreciation for 
women’s self-sacrificing nature. 

Scott said that gender differentiation 
existed before coming to earth; the 
difference is an integral part of God’s 
“Plan of Salvation”. 

Marriage, as well as procreation 
within that legal marriage, is essential 

- to God’s eternal plan, but Scott said 
that a husband and wife are not identi- 
cal halves, but “a wondrous, divinely 
determined combination of comple- 
mentary capacities and. characteris- 
tics= 

Scott said that parents can learn 
from studying the life of Adam and 
Eve, who revealed their inherent gen- 
der differences in their response to 
God’s questioning after they partook 
of the forbidden fruit. 

“Now Adam’s response was charac-
